H arris is high m an in 
the city and Case is high m an am ong 
those who had opposition. 


The total vote is approxim ately 6,166. 
The total registration w as 10,195. 


The Socialist and Prohibition votes 
are higher than would ordinarily be 
supposed. 
W ith tw o or three precincts 
yet to hear from on these candidates 
\V. F. H unt, Prohibition candidate for 
auditor, stan ds at the head of his ticket 
w ith 145 votes and J. M. D ow ning, So­ 
cialist candidate for treasurer, is at 
the h ead -of his ticket with 251. 


The day w as a beautiful one but it 
w as beginnin g to get old before the 
voting w as lively enough to cause any 
rejoicing. 
The north end w as a solid 
phalanx for R obinson and the south 
end w as Republican w here it has not 
been Republican before. 
There w as a 
v a st am ount of scratching ballots in 
the south end and this w as favorable 
to Jones. 
The scratching w as due to 
the personal popularity of the D em o­ 
cratic candidate for m ayor and the 
great strength of the R epublican can ­ 
d idates for alderm an. 


The’ candidates spent the day riding 
about the city greeting friends and en­ 
deavorin g to form conclusions as to the 
outcom e. 
There 
were six 
or seven 
thousand conclusions reached by the 
candidates and 
their 
friends 
but 
a 
great m any of them have been changed 
by 
subsequent 
developm ents. 
There 
were disappointm ents 
for

surprises for m any, but today every­ 
thin g is clear and the general topic of 
discussion is how it happened. 


There w as considerable interest in 
the street railw ay and other side propo­ 
sition s in the election, m uch m ore than 
appears from the num ber of votes cast.

his ballot anyw ay, and it could not be,

Precinct tw en ty -eig h t w as the center 


of considerable a ctivity. 
This precinct 
w as considered by 
all 
a 
Republican 
stronghold and the R epublicans started 
in early to m ake 
the 
plurality sure. 
A p athy w as found to ex ist largely In 
this precinct and the m ost earnest e f­ 
forts of the w orkers failed to get out 
a sa tisfactory vote during the m orning 
hours. Out o f a total registration of 481 
by noon less than 160 had voted. 
To 
add to this threatening sta te of a f­ 
fairs the D em ocrats got in som e trick­ 
ery that deprived the R epublicans <’£ 
carriages for nearly two hours ju st a f­ 
ter dtpner. 
Mr. Stratton had furnished 
a num ber of carriages for each precinct, 
to bo used im partially by the tw o par­ 
ties w ith the hope of gettin g out a good 
vote on the franchise. 
The D em ocrats 


played fair lip to noon, but w hen the 
drivers took their team s to the stab les 
to feed them the D em ocrats got in som e 
characteristic work. 
The drivers were 
bought off and when they started to 
work in the afternoon the D em ocrats 
had them in their own charge, thus vio­ 
lating their faith w ith Mr. Stratton. As 
nearly all the rigs In town were being 
used at the polls the R ep u b lica n were 
left w ith ou t any m ean s.of gettin g,th eir 
voters to the polling places. 
T his con­ 
dition of affair? lasted for about two 
hours righ t in the m ost needy part of 
the day. but the R epublicans proved 
equal to the em ergency a t least, and 
finally got som e rigs a t work. 


There w as little of interest around 
the polling places during the day. The 


w orkers and w atchers were doing their 
work industriously 
and 
every 
effort 
m ade to get out the vote. 
A total of 
315 votes w as polled. 


W hen the count, began R obinson led 
on straight tickets by 176. 
The fe a ­ 
ture of the count w as the neck and 
neck race betw een the tw o m ayoralty 
candidates on the scratch tickets. They 
kept even up to the last when Robinson 
forged ahead and won out 
by eight 
votes m aking his plurality 184. 


P recinct 
tw en ty-n in e 
w as 
another 
sufferer by the carriage robbery perpe­ 
trated by the D em ocrats und the R e­ 
publicans doubtless lost a num ber of 
votes through this piece of dirty work. 


A fter finding that a large num ber of 
the registered voters 
of 
this precinct 
w ere out of the city, the w orkers su c­ 
ceeded In voting a total of 284 out of a 
registration of 392. 
The feature of the 
day in tw en ty-n in e w as the num ber of 
people who were out of the city. 


Tills precinct again broke the record 
in clerical work. The votes w ere cou n t­ 
ed and the 
result 
announced 
there 
ahead of all other precincts. 


Precinct thirty, the north precinct of 
tho first ward had a light registration, 
the total being 283 and of this num ber 
166 votes were cast. T here w as little of 
interest up there. 
An effort w as m ade 
to work the carriage racket up there, 
loo, but Republican w orkers effectively 
blocked the schem e and two w agons 
were going all day. 


P recinct thirty-four w as one of the 
heaviest In registration, but it m ade a 
poor show of votes. 
A trifle over 50 
per cent of the vote w as got out. a to ­ 
tal of 347 being cast out of 616 register­ 
ed. 
There were no excitin g or unusual 
Incidents during the day there. 
R obin­ 
son w as found to lead by about three to 
one on straigh t tickets, but Jones pull­ 
ed up strong on the scratched ballots. 
Capell ran strong In this precinct and 
the w hole R epublican ticket kept well 
up in the race. 


In I’lecinct 27 there wi^s am unknown 
problem when the day opened. 
The 
precinct had alw ays been a trem endous 
Republican stronfchoid but „that w as 
before the re-distrlcting 
of the~'clty 
and the precinct extended north to the 
college. 
D em ocratic leaders as late as 


five oclock yesterday afternoon claim ed 
that Robinson had no easy thing in 
th is precinct and that It would he very 
nearly an even break, w ith odds a little 
bit in 
favor 
nf 
Jones. 
The result, 
showed that it is still a good R epubli­ 
can precinct, however. Robinson land­ 
ing 70 to the good. 
Thera w as no fric­ 
tion during the day. 


Precinct 31 w as one of the interesting 
propositions of the day. 
It w as the 
votin g place for practically the whole 
east side of the city. 
Francis Capell 
showed Just about the best generalship 
of the cam paign by his m anagem ent 
of the cuni^aifcii in Lhi.s p iccin ci of 
m e second ward. 
Never for a m om ent 
did he allow it to occur to him that h.. 
had a sure thing or that Mayor Rob­ 
inson could win in the second without, 
hard work. 
The vote was dragged out 
if It did not come w illingly and the 
result w as a handsom e m ajority in the 
ward for Robinson as well as a com ­ 
plete w alkover for the alderm anlc can ­ 
didate him self. 


The Tem ple theater preoinct devel­ 
oped little of interest in any w ay dur­ 
ing the entire day. 
It is precinct 32, 
and w as the last precinct in the city to 
report Its vote. 
There were no u n ­ 
pleasan t features to the election in this 
precinct. 
All tho party workers aid 
valiant service throughout the day but 
the result wrs a part of the landslide. 


Precinct 33 w as rem arkable chiefly 
for the lateness with which Its vote 
appeared. 
It was extrem ely light until 
the m iddle of the afternoon when the 
voters began appearing and the total 
vote was about 400, the registration 
b*lne alm ost 700. 
It is the largest pre­ 
cinct In the city to far as registration 
is concerned. 


Precinct 37. 
In this precinct nhmit 
67 per cent, of the registered voters 
turned out. making: the total vote cast 
275 out of 408 reglBtered voters.

Cause of Depression. 


The V ossische Zeitung and the Ber­ 
liner T ageblatt attribute the depression 
of the emperor, which inspired these 
speeches, to recent influences and "ir­ 
responsible advisers," by w hich they 
refer to Dr. von Lucanus, the head of 
his m ajesty’s m ilitary cabinet; Admiral 
von Senden Bibran, chief of the marine 
cabinet, the adjutant general and oth­ 
ers w ho m ust system atically m isrep­ 
resent the actual internal situation and 
especially w ith regard to the Socialists. 


The V orw aerts is of the opinion that 
the emperor's speeches are nfom entary 
sign s of m ental depression occasioned 
by the Brem en outrage, w hich the em ­ 
peror continues to attribute to a deep- 
laid plan instead of regarding it as the 
irresponsible deed of an epileptic. This 
opinion Is system atically strengthened 
by the Conservative press, clippings 
from which persons of the emperor’s 
entourage take care regularly to place 
before him. 


General Disapproval. 


Outside of Prussia the disapproval by 
th e press, including the sem i-official 
new spapers, of the emperor's sen sa­ 
tional speeches, is even greater.

The E aster tendency tow ards new clothes is .something 


m ore than a fashion, it is a natural instinct that is shared 


by the birds and the beasts, and even the earth herself 


puts on her robe of green to welcome the spring. 


In Colorado Springs especially the Easier season this 


year is one of joy and of opportunity.

S prings has had no dull season. 
Business activity has 
continued through the winter. 
Vet nevertheless the return 
of tho w arm er days bids us be ready for a larger and 
m ore constant activity than our city has ever known. 
To a greater degree and on a larger scale than ever be­ 
fore Easter is the opportunity for the best effort of our 
city and ils people. 


But it is a very narrow and low plane of thought that 
would make the spirit of Easter a m aterial one. 
It is 
the. life and not its m aterial form, the spirit and not 
the body that is ¡he center of Easter thought and ob­ 
servance. 
Easter is not a creation, it is a reaw akening, 
the proof of the deathlessness of life. 


In the opportunities that come lo tis as a city it is 
w orth rem em bering that, there is som ething more Hum 
houses and num bers of peoplo to be desired. The city has 
Its individuality and its character as well as the man 
has.

ULI.ETIN No. 50 of the Twelfth census is devoted 
to the beet sugar industry of the United States. 


In his introductory report, Mr. S. N. D. Forth, 
the chief statistician for m anufactures, thus sum ­ 
m arizes the investigation and the present condition 
of 
this industry: 
In the preparation of this report Dr. 
Spencer personally visited every beet sugar factory in 
operation in the United States, and his report is an ad­ 
m irable statem ent of the development and present con­ 
dition of this new industry. In view of the great interest 
in tho subject of the m anufacture of sugar from the beet, 
Dr. Spencer was instructed to prepare a report more in 
detail than usual. 


From this report, it appears th a t there were 31 beet 
sugar factories in the United States in the census year, 
distributed among ten states and one territory, represent­ 
ing an invested capital of $-0,958,519, and producing 71 ,-127 
long tons of beet sugar valued at $7.323,857. This is a small 
product in view of the am ount of capital invested, due 
largely to the fact that, tho census year was a disastrous 
une for the beet sugar crop. 


The existence of ,'!7 factories is reported at the close 
of the census year, having a nominal capacity of 22,310 
short tons of beets, and capable of m anufacturing 240,000 
short tons of sugar annually. 


The decade ending with the tw elfth census covers the 
period of greatest, activity in this industry, and may

Fortunately for us, Colorado Springs people are in a 
position w here they can look at the m atter good naturedly. 
Our own celebration is going to be a magnificent success 
and it is indorsed w ith practical unanim ity by the people 
of the state outside of one city. 


If Boulder w ants to get into a corner by itself and 
play solitaire instead of joining the rest of the state at 
Colorado Springs, that is its own affair. 
We would be 
delighted to welcome Boulder w ith our other guests on that 
festive occasion, but if our invitation is declined we shall 
n o t feel sore about it. 
Boulder has made a m istake, that 
is all, and if any ill feeling results from it, it will not 
come from this end of the line. 


SIXTO LOPEZ AND HIS IDEA.

IXTO LOPEZ, who is at present in this country as 
the representative ot nobody knows whom for the 
purpose of securing nobody knows w hat thinks it 
would be a good idea to have Aguinaldo, lately of 
P alanan, and m ore recently registered at the United States 
m ilitary prison ut M anila, come over to the United States 
and help him . 
As Senor Lopez naively says in a state­ 
m ent: 


‘‘I believe It is th e w ish of the American people to 
know the tru th about m any things connected w ith this 
w ar as well as to obtain an authoritative statem ent of the 
attitu d e of the Filipinos tow ard American sovereignty. I 
do n o t know of two men better fitted to give such inform a­ 
tion th an A guinaldo and Mabini. 


‘‘A lm ost all the statem ents th a t have hitherto been 
m ade are from A m erican sources. It would, therefore, only 
be fair th a t tw o representative Filipinos should be al­ 
lowed to give th eir opinions about the 
A mericans 
and 
speak in behalf of th e ir fellow countrym en.” 


Sixto Lopez will not have a good view of this subject 
u ntil he gets around on th e other side of it. 


If A guinaldo comes to th is country it will be not as 
a teacher of the tru th , but as a learner of it. 


Besides th a t w hy should A guinaldo come to do what 
Is already being done so adm irably by Senor Lopez. 


The sensational charges made in the closing hours 
of the assembly session look much more like an attempt 
to influence legislation than a genuine case of attempted 
stealing of bills. 
Unfortunately, however, such things 
have been known to happen in Denver, and that is what 
gives the charge its only appearance of truthfulness.

r>*«*i!t of the investigation:;, the upecial agent 
reports that the beet sugar m anufacture may now be lc- 
garded as a commercial success in the Pnited States. 


The report includes the operations of eight factories 
in California, 9 in .Michigan and 14 in other states, in ­ 
cluding: Colorado 1. Illinois I, M innesota 1, N ebraska 3, 
New Mexico 1, New York ., Oregon 1, Utah 3, W ashing­ 
ton 1. 


The report calls particular attention to the encourag­ 
ing indication of perm anence which is given by the char- 
niter of the buildings th a t are now being erected for beet 
sugar manufacture. 
The flourishing conditions of the 
business ate further indicated by the large number of 
new factories that have been opened since the census 
investigations were made. 
In Colorado, especially, the 
outlook is a most encouraging one. 


THE CAPTURE OF AGUINALDO. 


ENERA I. FRED ERICK FUNSTON has added an ­ 
other very notable exploit to the already long list 
to his credit by the capture of Aguinaldo. 
The 
deed was n daring one and its success depended 
alm ost entirely upon the personal qualities of the men 
who carried it out. and it. is therefore proper th a t Funston 
and his associates should receive the credit th at belongs 
to them. 


But now that A guinaldo is in the custody of the 
United States authorities, it will be a much discussed ques­ 
tion as to w hat shall be done w ith him. 
The num ber of 
A mericans who desire th a t he should bo punished by 
death is a very small one, and it is most unlikely that 
anything of the Kind will take place, in spite of the fact 
that A guinaldo is undoubtedly guilty of a capital crime 
and subject to the death punishm ent under our laws and 
those of the nations. 


Tho treatm ent of the southern leaders at the end of 
the w ar of the rebellion has established 
an 
American 
precedent that Is likely to be followed. F u rth er than that, 
there is no desire to m ake a m artyr of Aguinaldo, or to 
enshrine him in a place in the hearts of his countrym en 
which he is very far from deserving. 


The m ost obvious and the most probable fate for the 
leader of the Philippine 
insurgents 
is deportation 
to 
Guam, an island that is already the dw elling place of 
num erous less prom inent agitators and disturbers of the 
peace. 
B ut it is possible and it may be w orth while to 
do som ething better w ith A guinaldo th at to send him to 
"eat his heart out” at Guam. W hat th a t som ething is may 
be indicated by our treatm ent of some of the Indian chiefs 
who, when they became restless, have been sent to W ash­ 
ington, ostensibly to have a talk w ith the ‘‘G reat F ather,” 
but much more to become im pressed w ith the power and 
resourfces of the w hite people. 
There m ay be good in 
Aguinaldo, and there certainly is a capacity for leader­ 
ship and a power of influencing his fellows. If th a t power 
could be utilized for prom oting the civilization and the 
progress of the island and the correction of the absurdly 
false notions th a t have been entertained concerning tho 
A mericans, and their character and purposes, that would 
certainly he the best possible use to make of Aguinaldo. 


The G azette idea of w hat is best to be done w ith Agui­ 
naldo is that he should be sent to school in the United 
States, under such restrictions as will protect him from 
the m align influences of the anti-im perialists, and will 
give him the best opportunity to learn w hat the Americans 
are and w hat the inevitable results of contact between 
Am ericans arid Filipinos w ill be. An Americanized Agui­ 
naldo will be far better for us and for th e Philippines 
than an additional grave in Luzon, or an additional exile 
in Guam. 


There will be general rejoicing th a t tho threatened 
trouble in th e anthracite coal region of Pennsylvania has 
been settled w ithout a strike. 
The business interests of 
the country are very closely allied, and the loss and de­ 
m oralization consequent upon a great strike would bo felt 
from the A tlantic to the Pacific. 


President John Sebastian of th e Rock Island railroad 
not only prophesies an exceptionally 
successful 
tourist 
season for Colorado Springs, but is doing his best to m ake 
his prophecies come true. 
T hat is certainly the proper 
spirit of prophecy, and the peoplo of Colorado Springs 
will wish him entire success both as a prophet and as a 
railw ay man. 


A good strike of gold ore in a new part of the district 
is announced from Leadville. 
This bears out the theory 
th a t th e productive area is much larger than is generally 
supposed, and th a t the present lim its are determ ined by 
the area of easy prospecting rather th an by th e extent of 
productive veins.

Our internal and foreign trade, as reported by the chiefs of bureaus, m ust be 
agreeable to our pride as citizens of the great republic and gratifyin g to us as 
producers and traders. W hen we stop for a m oment to com pare the conditions 
prevailing a little more than one hundred years ago w ith those of today, we 
cannot resist some exclam ation indicative of am azem ent, and-if w e are inclined 
to entertain speculative thoughts as to the future, to w hat end are we tending, 
if we continue to repeat the experience of the past century? Prior to the revo­ 
lution of '76 statesm en in the British parliam ent foretold that the colonies fring­ 
ing the A tlantic sea coast would som e day rival England's comm ercial suprem ­ 
acy. 
None dared believe that the 3,000,000 of colonists, in less than a century of 
national life, 
would w restle the scepter of comm ercial sovereignty from the 
grasp of Great Britain. 
Such, however, is the case. 
In the great race for com ­ 
mercial suprem acy, the United States in 1898, with exports o f dom estic produce 
olid m erchandise exceeding ¡(1,200,000,000, for the first tim e in its history led the 
world, the United Kingdom scoring exports to the value of $1,100,000,000. 


During the year 1900 the United States sent abroad exports to the value of 
$1,456,000.000. flooding the world with its food and m anufactured products. 
These 
figures are interesting outside of the com petition of nations. 
W e hold the place 
of honor, the ranking place am ong producers and traders, a fact pleasing In 
it sell', but more important and gratifyin g as it Indicates the prosperity of the 
American people. 


W hen we pride ourselves upon our prosperity we m ust not look enviously 
upon the prosperity of other nations. 
W e should remem ber that nations are in 
the great scale of comm erce as individuals in a com m unity. Vv'hen we are sellers 
we want w ealthy custom ers. 
Our best custom er is England, G erm any next. 
England has become frightened. 
She realizes the significance of trading rela­ 
tions when the balance is steadily, rapidly grow ing against her. 
Germ any, too, 
scents danger, and endeavors by restrictive m ethods and unfair practices to 
diminish her debit balance. 
A problem confronts the United Kingdom. Ger­ 
m any, France, Austria, Holland, Spain and Italy. 
England and Germany seek 
its solution in colonial development and privileges in comm erce with colonies. 
Russia alone Is oxmnpt. 
H er own enormous territory, natural resources and 
wide diversity of clim atic conditions, allow her to confront and to solve the 
problem by internal development. 


A rapid survey of our export trade is interesting to the Am erican farmer 
and m anufacturer. 
In round figures agricultural products exported were valued 
at 
$850.000,000, 
and 
m ining 
and 
industrial 
products 
at 
$600,000,000. 
Our 
greatest 
increase 
has 
been 
made 
w ithin 
the 
last 
ten 
years. 
During 
this period 
the 
m ost 
Indifferent 
observer 
has been 
Impressed w ith 
the 
great evidences of our developm ent, which challenge his attention w herever he 
turns. 
Improvement, developm ent everyw here. -It is by reason of this internal 
improvem ent in railroading, m ining, agriculture and m anufactures our suprem ­ 
acy Hbroad has been achieved. 


Take, for instance, the question o f transportation. N ext to R u ssls we stand 
forem ost for Internal w aterw ays. 
R u ssia has 60.000 m iles of internal naviga­ 
tion. 
Our svstpin ¡c r;infd!y developing. 
The. Importance of internal transpor­ 
tation is best Illustrated by statin g that before the Erie canal was built two 
horses could draw one ton two m iles in one hour. 
Mud w as the great im pedi­ 
ment. 
W hen the canal w as built the sam e two horses could draw 150 tons four 
m iles In one hour. Then the railroad came.

England and Germany do not pay the working classes the w ages we pay, 
and they cannot buy coal, iron and ores, or produce a g ricu ltu ra l com m odities 
at our prices. W e possess great advantages, and they are developed w ith energy 
and sagacity. 


•if all our agricultural products exported from 1894 to 1898, m easured in value, 
Great Britain got r>5 per cent., Germ any 13 per cent., F rance 6.6 per cent., N eth ­ 
erlands 4.3 per cent., Belgium 3.6 per cent. Japan and China are becom ing great 
consum ers of cotton. 
In 1898 we exported to these countries 119,000,000 pounds 
of cotton, and 1.120,000 barrels of flour. 


W o exported in 1899, beef to the value of $24,000,000. 
M ost of our beef goes 
to Great Britain. 
Germany on shallow pretexts excludes it. 
Our new m ethods 
of inspection, rigidly enforced, have greatly benefited the cattle trade. 
In 1870 
we exported corn to the value of $1,000,000, in 1S99, $70,000,000. 
Our efforts to in­ 
troduce corn on the continent of Europe have proved successful against gov­ 
ernm ental opposition. 
Of w heat flour w e exported in 1870 to the value of $i0,- 
000,000, in 1S99. $7?..000.000. 
The contrast betw een w heat and corn is interesting. 


The Am erican hog com es in for honors. 
In 1899 w e exported ham s to the 
value of $21.000,000, bacon to the value of $42,000,000, and lard $42,000,000. 
Ho we 
can credit hogs w ith $105,000,000. 


D uring a period of five years England took of beef 95 per cent., of Indian 
corn 43 per cent., of wheat Hour 58 per cent., of lard 36 per cent., of bacon 77 
per cent., of ham 81 per cent. 


Our butter and cheese exports are enormous, but in consequence of farm ers 
not keeping up the standard of excellence our trade received a heavy rebuff, and 
we lost in prestige and in sales. 
H appily the adulteration of butter has stop ­ 
ped. and the rigid inspection of it insures Its quality. 
Slow ly w e are recovering 
lost ground, and before long w e will head the world w ith butter and cheese. 
So badly hit w as Am erican butter that D anish butter. w.hieh is about equal to 
our ordinary dairy product, is preferred in Jin glan d , and .fetch es five cents a 
pound more. 


Some people talk about our cattle industry falling off in consequence of 
ranch ranges disappearing before the approach of farm s. 
I w ill say in this 
connection that the experience is to the contrary. 
Better, finer and m ore num ­ 
erous cattle are produced by farm s than by ranches. 
Our cattle trade is in ils 
in fancy. 


W ith a great, m any people, h avin g a record for ab ility and energy, w ith a 
land favored by all clim ates, with a soil rich for agriculture and abounding with 
m ineral wealth, w ith every section knit together, w ith transportation fa cili­ 
ties, the U nited S tates is the nation w ith the greatest future.

It is a superb acknow ledgem ent of w h at the society—that 
is, the people—has done for the very rich classes, and a m onition of w h at they, 
in return, should do for the com m unity. 
All hum anity w ill be benefited 
by 
Mr. Carnegie’s stupendous generosity. 


It m ust be said in justice to the rich men of Am erica, that there are no more 
splendid givers in the world. 
D uring the la st hundred years m ore m oney has 
been contributed for philanthropic work in the United States than in all the 
countries of Europe combined. 
G reat seats of learning have been founded and 
r'chly endow ed; m agnificent hospitals have been established; splendid houses 
or worship have been built and 
charitable in stitu tion s of 
every description 
erected and put on an enduring basis. 
Thousands of m illions of dollars have 
been expended in this w ay, and the good th at has been accom plished through 
all these agencies can never be known on earth. 


All this m unificent generosity is one of the results of the republican s y s ­ 
tem of governm ent. 
Under m onarchist rule those who accum ulate great for­ 
tunes in com m ercial enterprises use it, as a rule, for selfish purposes. 
By them 
it is m ade the basis of raising them selves in the social scale. 
They buy great

richest artificial nobility in the world on this side of the A tlantic, for inevi- 
U b ly the creators of the great Am erican fortunes would have been invested 
w ith so-called honors and titles. To be convinced of this fact, all we have to do 
is to look at the dom inion to the north of us. There w e see the process in full 
operation. 
I am not certain w hether they y et have a lord up that w ay or not; 
but there is a fair assortm ent of full-fledged knights, who are entitled to be 
addressed as Sir John T h is or Sir Thom as That. 
The only nobility am ong us 
is the nobility, not of caste and prerogative, 
but of the purest 
and loftiest 
philanthropy. 


“H e w ho dies rich dies disgraced.” 
In all th e coats-of-arm s of all the aris­ 
tocrats of the world, no m ore splendid m otto can be found than are these six 
little words of Andrew Carnegie. 
And they w ill ring through the world long 
after the trum pery crow ns and coronets of th e old world shall have passed aw ay.

IRRIGATION MUST BE PUSHED 


There are som e eigh t m onths before th e next session of congress, which 
w ill be the long or unlim ited session. 
T h ere.w ere som e good little fights made 
in the recent short and lim ited session on the Irrigation question, and in the 
com ing long session there w ill be som e better ones. 
The w est has, in a word, 
scored, but it h as not won. and it m ust prepare for som e vigorous fighting 
before it can win. There will be no excuse in the n ext congress for not thresh­ 
in g the subject out. 
Congress has had its notice and it w ill not do for leaders 
to claim that new legislation is being attem pted and th at there is not tim e 
<to think out and discu ss a com prehensive plan. 
The best plan in the range 
of hum an possibility would be antagonized by som e eastern men, but in the 
future they w ill be com pelled to com e out into the open and state their bill 
of particulars. 
G eneralities w ill not suffice. 


On tho other hand, it behooves the people of 
the w est to get together 
very close on this Irrigation question. 
It behooves them to stand shoulder 
to shoulder lik e tw in brothers, and to p resen t an unbroken, unanim ous front. 
There are eigh t m onths' Interim. 
T hat period should be em ployed in sm ooth­ 
ing out any differences w hich m ay now exist on this subject and gettin g into 
absolute accord upon the policy to be presen ted:-ty th e w est looking to its 
reclam ation through governm ent assistance., It, should also be spent in or­ 
ganization. 
W ithou t organization nothing can be accom plished; w ith organ­ 
ization everything. 


Is it to be supposed th at th e w est w ou ld today be fighting vain ly for its 
rights if it had been thoroughly organized? 
Suppose every organization of 
every kind In the arid states and territories had-concluded to put forth every 
energy to securing som e specific action by th e general governm ent, does an y­ 
body believe that this action could have been denied? 
The w est has not put 
forth its energies in any general w ay to secu re th e inauguration of a policy 
ot’ national irrigation w hich shall even tu ally reclaim 75;000,000 acres o f desert 
There has been a partial w ave of w estern enthusiasm this w inter on the 
question o f national Irrigation—a realization th at the 
w est w a s 
not even 
abreast o f the tide created by eastern m anufacturing Interests—and even this 
h a s m ade th e subject the m ost prom inent new legislation before congress

organizes as though this were to b e.a fight upon, w hich its life depended? W hy 
the—n ex t congress would sim ply buckle dow n ¡to: th e w ork and consider the 
question and pass upon It and act.

of the m onarchy are m ounting into figures w hich excite grave alarm for (in­ 
solvency of the nation. W ere E n gland a republic, its people w ould not be force,' 
to support an aristocratic sta te church in the doctrines and ten ets o f which tli<- 
g rea t m ajority o f them do not believe. W ere sh e a republic it w ould be impossi, 
ble for th e few to revel in luxury a t the expense of the m any; to m aintain in 
the tw entieth century the absurdity o f an hereditary body of legislators who«» 
sin gle object Is to m aintain their ow n order and block the governm ental progress 
of m illions and m illions of the hum an race. 


“T his is not a republic.” N o; but w hen È n gland w as a republic, under Olive,- 
Cromwell, she sw ayed the councils of all the cabinets of Europe. 
N o king thai 
over sa t on the E nglish throne w a s m ore feared by the sovereigns of Europe than 
w as the stern Puritan leader. 
U nder his rule E n gland first becam e supreme on 
the ocean, and the sligh test aggression upon the righ ts of E n glish m en in the re­ 
m otest part of the earth w as answ ered w ith fierce reprisal. 
Is E ngland feared 
or respected a s m uch in Europe today as sh e w a s then? 
W h at one of all the 
crowned E dw ards and R ichards and H en rys and G eorges w as h is equal as a sni- 
dier or as a Statesm an? 
N ot one of them ; no, not all o f them combined. 


“T his is no republic.” W ell Indeed for th e E n gland o f today had she been i 
republic w hen the Am erican colonies, in the last quarter of the eighteen i ii 
century, declared their independence of the m ost Incom petent of monarchies 
The stupid p erversity of George III. cost E ngland the loss o f the m ost extensive 
territory of w hich any nation in all history has been deprived. T he revolution 
ary fathers did not desire total separation from E ngland. 
T hey were eager m 
m ake every reasonable concession in the interest of union, but all their o v er­ 
tures were spurned, and at last cam e the terrific indictm ent of the foolish m o n ­ 
arch in the declaration of independence and the end of B ritish rule in the cn|. 
onies, now developed Into the forem ost of all the nation s of the earth.

Precinct twenty-eight was 'the center 


of considerable activity. This precinct 
was' considered by all a Republican 
stronghbfd and the Republicans started 
In early to make the plurality sure. 
Apathy was found'to exist largely In 
this precinct and-,the'moat earnest ef- 
forts of;' the • workers failed to get out 
a satisfactory: vote during the morning' 
houts. Out ot a total registration of 481 
by noon less than 160 had voted. To 
add to this threatening state of af- 
fairs the Democrats "got in some trick- 
ery that i deprived the •Republicans of 
carriages for riearlyHwo hours'lust af- 
,tai» dtBtvor. -Mr. Stra;uon had furnished 
(Kiumber of carriages for each'preclnct, 
to be'used Impartially- by-,'.theitiyo:p»r;r 
tied with the hope offsetting out aigOofl 
vote on the franchise, the'Democrats 


played fair up to noon, but when tho 
drivers took their teams to the stables 
to feed them the Democrats got In some 
characteristic work. The-drivers were 
bought'off and when they started to 
work in the afternoon the Democrats 
had them In their own charge, thus vio- 
lating their faith-with Mr. Strattpn. As 
nearly all the'rigs In town-were being 
used at the;poll«>the Republioamr.were 
left wi thout any, means! of Ke.tUnfotheir 
voters to the polling places.

When the count began Robinson led 
on straight tickets by 176. The fea- 
ture of the count was tl\e neck and 
neck race between the two mayoralty 
candidates on the scratch tickets. They 
kept even up to the last when Robinson 
forged ahead and won out by eight 
votes making his plurality 184. 
Precinct. twenty-nine was another 


sufferer by the carriage .robbery perpe- 
trated by the Democrats and the Re- 
publicans doubtless lost a number of 
votes through this piece of dirty, work. 


After finding that a large number of 


the registered voters of this precinct 
were out of the city, the workers suc- 
ceeded In voting a total of 234 out of a 
registration 'of 392. The feature of the 
day In twenty-nine was the number of 
people who .were out of the city. 
This precinct again: broke the record 
n clerical work. Th« votes were count- 
ed and the result announced there 
ahead of all' other precincts. 


• Precinct thirty, the north precinct of 
the first ward had a light registration, 
the total being 283 and of this number 
166 votes were cast. There was little of 
Interest up' there. An effort was made 
to work the carriage racket up there, 
too, but Republican workers effectively 
blocked the scheme and two wagons 
were going all day. 


Precinct' thirty-four was one of the 
heaviest In registration, but It made a 
poor show-of votes. A trifle over 50 
per cent of the vote was got out. a to- 
tal of 347 being cast out of 616 register- 
ed. There were no exciting- or unusual 
incidents during the day there. Robin- 
son was found to lead by about three to 
one on straight tickets, but Jones pull- 
ed .up strong on the scratched ballots. 
Capell ran strong In this precinct and 
the whole Republican'ticket kept well 
up in thp-race: -. »i

showed that it Is still a good Republi- 
can precinct, however, Robinson land- 
Ing 70 to the good. There was no fric- 
tion during the day. 


Precinct 31 was one ot the interesting 


propositions of the day. It was tho 
voting place for practically the 'wholo 
east side of the city. Francis Capell 
showed just about the best generalship 
ot the cainpalgn by his management 
of the campaign In this precinct of 
tne second ward. Never for a moment 
did he allow It to occur to him that h. 
had a sure thing or that Mayor Reb- 
Inson could win In the second without 
hard work. The vote was dragged out 
if It did not come willingly and the 
result was a handsome majority In the 
ward tor Robinson as well as a com- 
plete walkover for the aldermanlc can- 
didate himself. 


The Temple theater preolnct devel- 


oped little ot interest In any way dur- 
ing the entire day. It Is precinct 32, 
and was the last precinct In' the city to 
report Its vote. There were no un- 
pleasant features to the election In this 
precinct. All the party workers aid 
valiant service throughout the day but 
the result was a part of the landslide. 


Precinct 33 was remarkable chiefly 


for ,the lateness with which Its vote 
appeared. It was extremely light until 
the middle of the afternoon when the 
voters began appearing and the total 
vote was about 400, the registration 
being almost 7(10. It Is .the largest pre- 
cinct (n the city no tar as registration 
Is concerned. 


Precinct 37. In this precinct nbout 


87 per cent, of the registered voters 
turned out, making the tota) vote cast

The building will contain nearly 50 


miles or wire-

From the topmost points of the high 
towers 'down to the basement there 
will be a:be\vllde'rment,of lights of var- 
ious -sizes and colors, both Inside and 
outside. Two thousand electric globes 
in all, varying from 10 to 60 candlo 
power In size, will be used In lighting 
the building. There will 
be no arc, 
llghts-elther Inside or outside according 
to the present plans. 
The exterior of the hotel will Interest 
'the larger part of the people of Colo- 
rado Springs. The building, for its 
architectural beauty alone, will be: the 
center of admiring eyes of citizens and 
visitors alike In the day time; but at 
night this solemn grandeur will be far 
more forcibly brought out. The plans 
for the decoration of the exterior of the 
building are not yet fully decided on. 
The salient points, however, are set- 
tled. 
The tall towers on either end will be 


• decorated; so as to give a lantern effect, 
'Strings. of electric globes of many col- 
ors will mark the outline of the towers, 
coming down the 
t ribs of the cone- 
shaped parts to the base and following 
the outline of the squares down to the

roof. It is not definitely decided as 
yet, but In all probability a row of 
vari-colored incandescent lights will 
encircle the roof of the building-, thus 
showing up the complete outline. 


The Cascade avenue front will be 
very simply lighted. The porte cocherc, 
or driveway, will have three Turkish 
lantern designs suspended from the top 
of the porch and the Inner porch will 
be lighted with large ball lights sus- 
pended from the roor. The small ter- 
race at the second floor In front will bo 
lighted 
with 
four 
two-light 
torch 
lamps. 


The terrace In the rear, facing the 
park, will be brilliantly lighted. On 
each of the eight pillars which support 
the front of the terrace there will be 
tall pedestal lights. The fixtures will 
be In a dark steel finish and the lights 
will stand higher than the head of ai 
person on the pot'ch. The two- lights 
at either side of the steps will be larg- 
er than the others. On the jambs of 
the door leading from the terrace into 
the hotel Will be three-light torch ef- 
fects from which the rays will shoot 
out across the terrace. The lights on 
this terrace will show up the Antlers 
park to good advantage aJid It will be 
a very pretty scene -at night. 


The lobby of the hotel is to be lighted 
by means of torch brackets on the pil- 
lars. There will .be Sto celling lights 
here. The pillars will he encircled by 


• a brans rod from ' which' will arise 
.torch-like rods.,;at the..top of which 


wlll.be the globes.'. Smoking rooms to 
the north of the nialrt entrance will bo 
lighted with Turkish' 'lantern effects. 
Tho salons on the south Bide .will be, 
lighted 
with chandeliers. The small 
salon Will have an eight-light chande- 
lier and the larger salon will have a 
10-llght 
chandelier, 
with specially 
adorned brackets on the walls. The 
writing room further south will be par- 
ticularly well lighted. There will be 
a five-light chandelier In the center, 
live two-light brackets on the walls, 
and 
table lights. 
The sun-parlor, 


which faces the large bow-window on 
the extreme south side, will be lighted 
with seven two-light brackets project- 
ing from the walls. 


Notrh of the smoking-room Is the 
cafe and this will be lighted In similar 
manner as the lobby. Pedestal lights 
will surround the pillars but there will 
•be, in addition, wall brackets with small 
candelabra.lamps for the tables. The 
dining-room across the hall from the 
cafa will be lighted in a similar man- 
ner. 
The private dining-rooms, of 
which there are two, will have chande- 
liers and wall brackets. 


The ball room will, of course, be of 


, great Interest to the public. This will 
bo brilliantly lighted. Three 12-light 
chandeliers will hang low from, 
the 


celling, suspended by lonjr rhalns. Then 
on the walls will be 16 5-llght brack- 
ets. The stage at the other end will 
have electric footlights and fly lights. 
As many or as few of these lights mny 
h« burned as may be desired. The ef- 
fect IB going to ho one of the mnst 
beautiful and Inspiring interior llRht- 
inc effects in the country.

The eables for the transmission «C 


power for the Antlers will all come un- 
derground. The power will come ln-'J,000 
volts strong and this voltage will 
he 
stored in a vault In 
the 
basement 


where it will he reduced to 104 vtilts. 
The wires through the hiilldinKs are. 
all laid In pipes under the floors! If 
they need fixing at any time they can 
he drawn out of. the pipes and put 
hack ajrnin. 
Kvery precaution is lie- 


Incr taken to prevent tire or accident 
from the electricity. The distributing 
cables are Inclosed in a slate hnx In 
t.ho wall <md the controlling switches 
are In a fire proof box. It requires 
35.000 feet of Iron pipe to carry all tho 
wires and over 100.000 feet of wire la 
used In stringing the lights. In addi- 
tion to this the call system takes 140,000 
feet of wire. 


The call system Is another interesting 
feature. It also Is being put in by Mr. 
Demrlck. The Herzog teleaeme system 
is being used. This gives to- each room 
<i separate indicator with the chief 
needs of a guest marked on it. By 
pulling tho indicator around 
to the 
name of the thing desired and pressing 
a button the need is registered In the 
office and the bell boys are saved the 
necessity of first going to the room to 
find out what Is wanted. In thin way 
train calls may be recorded, water, 
newspapers, cigars, etc., etc., etc., may 
be ordered. Two hundred and twelve 
of these indicators will be put In the 
rooms of the hotel. There IB In addi- 
tion a general fire alarm system. There 
lu also a private telephone system for 
communication around the hotel. The 
phones are placed In the halls of the 
various floors, two phones to a hall, 
and each phone Is connected with the 
entire building thus affording commu- 
nication with the office, or any floor 
at any moment. 
In addition to the lighting and call 
systems, electricity will be used for 
tho laundry, the refrigerating machin- 
ery, the ventilating fans, of which there 
will be many, and for working the 
vacuum pumps in the heating sys- 
tem. The work of wiring the building 
and arranging the brackets, chande- 
liers, etc., Is a big Job. It la now In 
progress and as.fast as a floor Is fin- 
ished the wlrosi'are being strung In It. 
Mr. Demrlck has now six men at work. 
His work will all be hidden when the 
building Is Completed and In contrast 
with the carpentering, decorating, etc., 
It will seem slight but as can readily 
bo understood from the above facts, It 
is. one of tho :tjibst difficult pieces of 
work in tho construction of the hotel.

BEET SUGAR IN THE UNITED STATES. 


B 


ULLETIN No. 69 of the Twelfth census is devote 


to the beet sugar industry of tho United States. 


In his introductory report, Mr. S. N. D. Forth 


the chief statistician for manufactures, thus sum 


marizes the investigation and the present condition o 
this industry: 
In tho preparation of this report Di 


Spencer personally visited every beet sugar factory in 
operation in the United States, and his report is an ad 
mirable statement of the developmont and present con 
dition of this new Industry. In view of the great interes 
in the subject of the manufacture of sugar from the beet, 
Dr. Spencer was instructed to prepare a report more in 
detail than usual. 


From this report, it appears that there were 31 beet 


sugar factories in the, United States in the census year 
distributed among ten states and one territory, represent- 
ing an invested capital of 120,958,519, and producing 71,427 
long tons of beet sugar valued at J7,323,857. This is a small 
product In view of the amount of capital invested, due 
largely to the fact that the census year was a disastrous 
one for the beet sugar crop. 


Tho existence of 37 factories is reported at the close 


o£ the census year, having a nominal capacity of 22,310 
short tons of beets, and capable of manufacturing 240,000 
short tons of sugar annually. 


The decade ending with the twelfth census covers the 


period of greatest activity in this Industry, and may 
almost be taid to have witnessed its birth as a successful 
manufacturing enterprise. 


As the result of the investigations, the special agent 


•eports that the beet sugar manufacture may now be re- 
garded as a commercial success in the United States.. 


Tho report includes the operations of eight factories 


n California, 9 in Michigan and 14 in other states, in- 
luding: Colorado 1, Illinois i, Minnesota 1, Nebraska 3, 
New Mexico 1, New York 2, Oregon 1, Utah 3, Washlng- 
on 1. 


The report calls particular attention to the encourag- 


ng indication of permanence which is given by the char- 
ctcr of the buildings that are' now being erected for b'oet 
ugar manufacture. 
The flourishing conditions of the 


uslness are further indicated by the large number of 
ow factories that havo been opened since the census 
nvestigations were made. In Colorado, especially, the 
utlook is a most encouraging one.

What that something is may 
e indicated by our treatment of some of the Indian chiefs 
ho, when they became restless, have been sent to Wash- 
ngton, ostensibly to have a talk with the "Great Father," 
ut much more to become impressed with tho power and 
esourbes of the white people. There may be good in 
gtiinaldo, and there certainly is a capacity for leader- 
hip and a power of influencing his fellows. If that power 
ould be utilized fpr promoting the civilization and the 
rogress of the island and the correction of the absurdly 
ilse notions that have .been entertained concerning the 
mericans, and their character and purposes, that would 
ertainly be the best possible use to make of Aguinaldo.

Brothers. Getting, tired, of Santa FV he moved In 1865 


to the old town of Cojlejosypn the north 'side of the river 
(opposite the present town) where Major Head uas living, 
and started a general merchandise business. There was then 
no saw mill or grist milt in Conejos' .county, which .en-ibraced 
the present counties of Rio Granoje, Mineral, SagUache, 
Hlnsdale, Ouiay, Ban Miguel, Dolores, Montezuma and 
Archuleta, and Mr. Meajs formed a partnership with Major 
Head, for the erection,^ qf a saw mill arid grist mill. At 
tlmt time iron materials were very"scaice and as nails 
cost from fifty cen.ts to a dollar- a pound, everything about 
the saw mill was donstructfeil 'entirely of wood, with the 
exception of the saw— On "up and down" one. The wooden 
wheel was tied with rawhfde. The grist mill was built of 
home material and th$ stones" were, of lava found in the 
vicinity of Conejos. 'At the time these mills were "built, 
the government paid $2<f p.er hundred pounds for flour, and 
lumber was worth $80 per thousand feet at the mill. 


After the grist mlUwM^coropleted, it was found there 


was not sufficient wheat .Vaisea by the Hexicans to keep 
It running, so Mr, Hears ,went to Sagujche (which In 1866 
was made a county by t^e' legislature! he being appointed 
by Governor Cummlrigs^as^hSt first treasurer of the county) 
at the upper end ot'-'tlui valley, to farm and grow wheat 
for the mill.'

By the time he. raised the wheat the government price 


lor flour dropped so low -that- It. did not pay. to; ship the 
wheat to Conejos and'hahad-to hunt another market. ..- He 
went over to the Arkansas-yalley.. where ait that-time Charles 
Nachtrleb was building, a,.mUVana found that there would 
be a market for flour at Granite and California gulch. He 
found, however, that there was no wagon road from Sa- 
guache to the Arkansas valley; but only a trail over Foncha 
pass, so he commenced, the construction of a road down 
Poncha pass, to-' enable him to haul -his wheat to the mill 
In the Arkansas valley. While constructing this road, old 
Governor Gilpin, who'w'^B the-owner of the Baca grant In 
San Luis valley, camei'alorilr on' horseback. He was vciy 
much Interested )n the wa'gon road, as he wanted people 
to be able to get Into the valley from the northern end, 
and at that time stronglVfUggested to, Mr. .Mears the ad- 
visability of construction his road on such a grade as could 
be utilized for a railway, 'which he said would certainly 
tie built over that pass. Mr. Mears, ot course, looked upon 
the governor's advice as. tt Joke, for there was not even 
a railroad then to Denver; but 'the governor met him so 
many times and talked to earnestly on the future of Colo- 
rado that Mr. Hears flna(ly\ became Impressed with the 
governor's ideas. The bulldlng~of this road was the origin 
of the Mears system of ipt! roads in the San Juan country,

After the • Hotchklss mine was discovered, he, with 


others, Incorporated^,the town- of .Lake City-and, feeling 
that the'outside world ought-to-know of the silver and 
lead deposits at that Place, published a newspaper called • 
the "Silver .World." The paper was printed In a tent; ta 
there were then, no houses In Lake,City. The flrst Issue 
of the Silver World -was carried toy the editor, Mr. Wood,, 
over the range' to Del Norto on snow shoes, and the pub- 
lication of this paper started the Lake City boom. 


The same year there was ore discovered by Captain 


CHhe'and party, in the vicinity of where Ouray now Is, 
and the United States government established an Indian 
post on the Uncompahgre river. There was no road to ' 
the Uncompahgre and the present site of the town of Ouray, 
so Mr. Mears projected and built one called the Lake Fork 
and Ouray Toll''road,from the Lake Pork of the Gunnlson, 
connecting with the Saguaehe.and Lake City road. 


Mr. Hears brought about the Bruno treaty of 1873. Al 


that time Mr. Bruno, unable to obtain a treaty, went to 
Mr. Hears' house at Saguache to get his assistance. Mr. 
Hears told Mr. Bruno" that if he would return to the Un- 
compahgre he would go with' him. Mr. Mears got the In- 
dians to 'Sign' the treaty. The object of the treaty was to 
have the Indians turn over to the government the terri- 
tory now comprising the counties of Hlnsdale, San Juan, 
Ouray, San Miguel, Dolores, Montezuma and La Plata, 
which at that time was claimed by the Indians. When they 
arrived at the agency, Hr. Mears told Mr. Bruno that If . 
ho approved of It he would offer a nice gitt to Chief Ouray— 
Indiana being Just as susceptible as -the whites or blacks— 
and proposed to give Ouray a thousand dollar salary for ten 
years. Hr.-Bruno got rather indignant at this proposition, 
saying that, the government could not afford to bribe any- 
body. Mr. Mears insisted -that it was not a bribe but-a 
salary. He then suggested to Ouray that he was getting 
old and, being chief, ought to have an Income ao that ho 
could live without hunting and selling buckskin, and that 
tho government would agree, to'pay the Indians the interest 
on half a million'dollars and himself a salary of one thou- 
sand dollars a year.for ten years. Ouray, being duly civ- 
ilized and thrifty, accepted the proposition and signed the 
treaty which opened, the San .Juan mining region. 
. 


Mr. Bruno was so elated over the'results of'this treaty 


that he recommended that the government should pay tho 
traveling, expenses of Mr. Mears, General Charles Adams, 
the Indian agent, and Mr. Herman Leaders, his.secretary, 
for a three, month's trip through the eastern states, to- 
gether with nln'e Indians. 
Mr. Mears at this time had 


never'seen the eastern part of the United States. The 
recommendationJ was adopted and the trip was made at 
an expense of $16,000.- When the party arrived in Wash- 
ington, • the Indians were- ordered to the White House to 
see President Grant; whom therlndians called the "great 
father." On -arriving, at the White House, the president,' 
Mrs;'Grant and Miss'Nellie Grant were standing in a llhei 
to Tie presented to :the Indians. < Chief- Ouray turned to,? the/ 
Indians ana stated: "This is the great father" and pointing ' 
; to-Mrs.., G'rant he, said "This must be the great'moi!h[er,, 
and If this Vis your great father and your great mother • 
this,' (pointing to Miss Nellie Grant) 'niust be your sister." 
Mr. Hears acted as Interpreter. The president and the 
five hundred guests present saw the joke at once and 
laughed, heartily. 


In 1876 Hr. Mears was a presidential elector from Colo- 


rado and while Jn Washington took up the matter of mail 
facilities, as there was no mail service to the Uncompahgre 
and Ouray country.' The assistant postmaster general 
claimed:that It was not possible to get any mail in. Mr. 
ChafCee, who was senator from Colorado, Insisted on reg- 
ular mall service being established, claiiriing that every 
county-seat (the town Ouray was now Incorporated and 
Ouray county created) was by law1, entitled to mall service. 
; 


The contract lor carrying the mail over the Uncompahgre 
agency, and Ouray was given'to Mr. Mears and the assist- 
ant postmaster general told htm-that, if he did not carry 
the mall regularly, there would be a. heavy fine imposed 
for failure. He began carrying the mall in a toboggan 
drawn by dogs, with a man alongside on Norwegian shoes. 
There was not a trip missed until spring commenced, when 
the snow got soft. The few people who were in Ouray at 
that time got in their tobacco, coffee, sugar and other sup- 
plies by mail, which made it.so heavy It was impossible 
to carry it with dogs. There was also in the mall ladles', 
hats and dry goods, arid in carrying It the man with the 
dogs would sit dowq on the toboggan and mash' the whole 
thing up, so that tobacco, sugar, coffee, black powder and 
ladies' bats got so badly mixed that the people of Ouray 
complained to the department. 
The department decided 


that mail which had to be carried on enow shoes and to- 
boggans should not be used to get in ladies' hats and gen- 
eral supplies. 


In March of 1876 the snow got so bad that neither dogs 


nor-snow shoes could be used and complaint was made 
to Washington about non-delivery of mall. Mr. Hears, 
who was occupied In performing mall contracts In other 
portions of-the San Juan, upon being advised from Wash- 
ington of the complaint which had been made, started to 
carry the mail himself,, as he could get no one to under- 


take it. At'the Lake Fork of the Gunnison the snow was 
still about t\vo'feet deep, very soft, with-the water run- 
ning underneath, and with every step he-sank down with 
the mail on his back. -Finally,' after three days In which 


: much hardship and fatigue were endured,' he got into the 


Uncompahgte ,'valley with the mail, had the trail opened 
and the mall again, went In regularly. 


In 1878, when the Utes massacred'Meeker on the'WhlU 


River agency, there was ^great excitement. The govern- 
ment commenced-sending In troops and the: toll road to 
Ouray became a1 busy one. Mr. Mears,; who had a trading 
post at Uncompahgre, was acquainted with the Uncom- 
pahgre Indians and'talked their language and was request- 
ed by General Adams, special commissioner, to Interpret 
for the Utes; The perpetrators-of .the massacre were to be 
punished and-Mrs. Meeker, Mrs. Price aha-Miss Josephine 
Meeker, being in .the hands of the Indlahs.vhe -was request- 
ed to proceed with General Adams'to-'see'If those prisoners 
could be taken from'thom. 'So General'Adams, Capt. Cllne, 
Mr. Mears and some others started-16-tho Uncompahgre 


tions were In progress Chief Ouray, a friend of the whites, 
and the man on whom the commission depended to get the 
.'-roement signed/died. The Indians, however, were finally 
induced to sign, through Mr. Mears privately paying them 
J2 eat'h. Mr. Manypenny, a great friend of the Indians, 
was not in favor of the treaty and claimed that Hr. Mears 
bribed them by paying them $3 apiece, and preferred 
charges qgalnst him to the secretary of the Interior, Mr. 
Carl Schuri. In tho meantime Sir. Garfteld was elected 
president, ana Governor Klrkwood of Iowa became secre- 
tary of the interior. 4Tr. Hears was ordered to Washington 
for trial before Secretary Klrkwood on the charge preferred 
by Mr. Manypenny of bribing)the Indians to sign the 
treaty. In -the presence <ft Senators Teller and N. P. Hill, 
in the secretary's office, Mr. Klrkwood asked Mr. Hears 
If It were true that he paid the Indians for signing the 
treaty. Mr. Hears replied that he paid them $2 each, 
as the Indians claimed that $3 in cash was worth more to 
them than the Interest on $1,800,000. which they were to re- 
ceive In promises... Mr. Kirkwood then asked whether this

That fail, eleven Indians were ordered to Washington, 


with General4 A'dams and Mr: Hears, in charge, to have a talk 
with the "great father." 
After arriving in Washington, 


Carl Schu^.jWho was then sacretar^l the Interior, asked 
General Adams and Mr. Hears If .ihejfejjvjught they could 
go In and bring out;the perpetrators, of':jhe outrage to 
Washington—they were Chief DouglaSi <?aptaln Jack and 
other Indlans-^and was,glyen an affirmative reply. General 
Adams and Mr. Hears returned west, and after a deal of 
talk and promises, were enabled-to get the-Indians tO:go 
to Washington/ On the way there Chief Douglas was made 
a prisoner at Kansas City and takenl'to1Fort Leavenworth 
by General Adams. 'Hr. -Hears proceeded to Washington 
with the rest of the Indians. 
' 


After talking with the president and secretary of the 


Interior, there'was an agreementrfprrnulated with the In- 
dians that the.y all be removed to* one reservation to be 
located by a commission, at or adjacent to Grand Junction. 
The commslsslon was appointed and confirmed by the sen- 
ato and was composed of Messrs, Manypenny of Ohio, 
Meacham of 'Washington,: Bowman .o£: Kentucky, Russell 
of Iqwa and Mears. 
The commission immediately pro- 


ceeded to they.-Uijcoiripahgre to treat, with the Indians. 
They'refused;^-sign the treaty,' as they did not know 
where'they wo.uld.be taken, yet It,w4s .necessary to obtain 
the signatures of >a majority of the-Indians, before the 
commission could, locate the reservation. The members of 
the commission were, with the exception ql Messrs. Russell 
and Mears, old men, and the greater, part of the negotia- 
tions was conducted by Mr. Mears, the; youngest member, 
•a ho was naturally the most active and best adapted to 
getting over the country on horseback. While negotla- 


tnoney was .paid by Mr. Hears or the government. Mr. 
Mears replied that It was his own money and the secretary 
told him to make a. bill for it and he would see that It was 
paid. He also told Mr..Mears that he was perfectly right 
in doing as he did—Secretary Klrkwood was familiar with 
the Indians and his methods. Secretary Klrkwood next 
asked Mr. Hears If he thought he would be able to remove 
the Indians. Mr. Hears answered that If given enough 
troops and Mr. Manypenny was left In Ohio and Mr. 
Meacham In Washington, he. thought he would be able to 
do so. Secretary Klrkwood said that the government had 
plenty of troops and would furnish all that were needed. 


.Mr. Bowman of Kentucky resigned as a member of 


the commission ana Judge McMorrls of Colorado Springs 
was appointed In his place. Messrs. Hears and McHorris, 
being Colorado men, made up their minds that the Indians 
had to'go. They with Hr. Russell went to the Uncom- 
pahgre which Hears proceeded down with 100 cavalrymen— 
the government had nine companies of cavalry and nine of 
Infantry at tho Uncompahgre—and on to where Is now 
Grand Junction, to search for a place to locate the Indians. 
Hr. Hears at once saw that, for the benefit of Colorado, 
It would be better to keep the Indians out of the state! 
as the land in the Uncompahgre and at Grand Junction 
would become very valuable, if settled by the whites. From 
Grand; Junction they went north and west and finally got 
to Green river, where tho. mouths of the Duchesne and 
White rivers enter, and concluded that would be a good > 
place to locate the Indians outside of Colorado. The treaty 
stated that the Indians should be located at Grand June-; 
tlon, or in the territory adjacent thereto. 


Returning to the cantonment at Uncompahgre, where 


the) soldiers were, General McKcnzle, who was In com- 
mand, was informed by Mr. Hears of the place that had 
beep selected'to take: the Indians to. He also told the.In- 


• dlatlB that they had .to go. The Indians refused to move, 


saying that they had expected to be located at Grand Junc- 
tion.- General McKenzie one night, about 2 o'clock, sent 


for Hr. Mears and Judge McMorris, who were the only 
commissioners present at that time, and told them If they 
would sign the order to remove ths Indians he would do 
so with his troops. Receiving the signatures of the com- 
missloners to the order, General McKenzie proceeded at onco 
to surround the Indians and gave them two hours' notice 
to move. The Indians claimed tlmt they were to stay In 
Colorado and did not want to go, but General McKenzie 
would only give them the two hours to think about It and 
they finally packed up and left. Mr. Manypenny and Mr. 
Meacham were working in Washington and claimed that 
the treaty absolutely stipulated "Grand Junction In Colo- 
rado." Mr. Mears claimed that the treaty meant "Grand 
Junction or adjacent territory" and tho secretary of tho 
interior, Mr. Klrkwood, decided that Mr. Mears was cor- 
rect and tho Indians were taken to Utah, to tha place lo- 
cated by the commission, 


Mr. Mears proceeded at once to Denver and from there 


to Salt Lake so that ho would an-lve at the place selected 
before the Indians could get overland, and also have tha 
necessary provisions and buildings ready for the' agent. 
From Salt Lake he wont to the new agency overland by 
Park City and Strawberry valley. Ho found no settlement 
between Heber City and Green River, a distance of about 
150 miles. 


After the Indians commenced to arrive some of Inert 


tried to kill Mr. Mears, claiming It was through him they 
were removed. 


When all the Indians were removed from tho Unoom- 


. pahgre Mr. Mears became Interested In Montrose. He was 


one of the Incorporators of that town and was connected 
with the flrst newspaper published there. He was also ona 
of the owners of the first newspapers published In Ouray, 
Sallda and Bonanza In Saguache county. 


During all this time Mr. Hoars was not otherwise Idle. 


He was opening roads and trails to the different camps 
In the San Juan country. He built, In 1880, tho road up 
the San Miguel to Tellurlde. In 1883 he built the road from 
Ouray by way of the Red mountain district to Silverton, 
This road Is one of the most wonderful In Colorado; Its 
scenery Is unsurpassed and the enterprise possibly the 
grandest of its kind In the state. He next built the toll 
road from Silverton up the Anlmas river to Animus Forks 
and Mineral Point. While the Denver and RIO Grande 
WBB building into Durango, he built a road from Durango to 
Fort Lewis. He also constructed a road from Qunnlson to 
Cebolla, connecting with the Lake City road, and almost 
all trails and wagon roads In the San Juan country. Mr. 
Hears constructed the Marshall pass road, over which the 
Denver and Rio Grande now runs, and sold his rights.to 
the road to that company. 


He freighted from Saguache to Colorado Springs with

Mr. Mears began to find that paiSkuanlmals and teams 


Were too slow for the rapid development of the San Juan 
country and proceeded to build railroads. His flrat enter- 
prise in that line was the road from Silverton to Red Moun- 
tain. The next was.the Rtafirande Southern from Rldg- 
way to Durango, via, TeJUjrlde and Rico, connected with the 
Denver and Rio Grande at both ends. Ho afterwards built 
the Silverton Northern railroad from Silverton up the Anli 
mas river to Eureka. 


When the state capltol was begun. Governor Cooper 


appointed Mr. Hears one of the commissioners. Ho has 
held the office ever since and has been one of the most 
active in looking after the construction of the building. 
The Colorado state capltol is one of the very few public 
buildings In the United States which has been built with- 
out complaint or scandal being directed against those in 
charge of its erection. There never has been a whisper 
of dishonesty or corruption against the commissioners. 


When the panic came In 1893, Hr. Mears lost control 


of the Rib Grande Southern railroad and most ot his for- 
tune. As Colorado was extremely dull and no new enter- 
prises going on, he concluded to go east and show them 
how to Improve a wild country. He1 struck the southern 
portion of Maryland, where there were no railroads, or'tel. 
egraph lines and built a railroad from Washington to Ches- 
apeake Beach—the only salt water resort In the vicinity 
of Washington, He Is now engaged on this work and when 
completed, will return to Colorado to embark In some other 
enterprise. 


The foregoing Is but a, partial account of Hr. Hears' 


work. He has been connected with many different enter' 
prises In Colorado but our space does not permit us to go 
further into the details at this time. 


Mr. Hears Is a charming man socially, and in loyalty 


and devotion to his friends he has no superior anywhere. 


He Is bright, quick of thought and action, and he has 


yet to encounter a defeat In any big undertaking. 


It Is a source of gratification to the thousands of friends 


ot Hr. Mears In Colorado to know that he Is to return to 
the Btata as a permanent resident.

Precinct thirty-eight. This Is a new 


precinct, having been created on the 
partition of the old thirty-seven. Out 
of 437 registered voters, a total number 
of 310, or about 70 per cent, took suf- 
ficient interest in issues of the election 
o come out. The greater percentage 
of the voting was done after 3 o'clock, 
and a big vote came In toward 6 p. m. 
Of the 310 votes cast, 168 were straight 
tickets; 168 Republican, 6 Prohibition 
and 65 Democratic. There were 93 votes 
n favor of the street railway franchise 
and three negative ballots. For the 
sewer extension bonds 48, none nay; for 
the city hall bonds, 49 affirmative, 1 
negative; for the bridge bonds 48 bal- 
ots and no dissenting vote was cast.
